I ſhalt not pretendhere, to give any 
particular Account of the Life or Cha- 
| TaCter of R-------. A------------ as being 


' an Obje& of the King's Mercy ; not _ 
doubting but whatever former . Faults | 


he may have Conqmitted, the'inflyenice 
of fo much Royal. Grace and Favour 
ſhewed upon him, may be a means of 
that ſolid Converſion, which may re- 
gulate his future ACtions, as to make 
the remainder of his Life, attone for his 
paſt Follys and Offentes. 


- My preſent Buſineſs therefore, 1s to 
give you ſome knowledge of Oliver 
Hawley and Fohz Coxdon,the preſent juſt 
Suffererxs for this Notorious Robery. 


The more Eminent of which Male- 
fattors Oliver Hawley, Aged at his 
Death about Thirty Years, was by 
Birth. an. Iriſþmes and accordingly re- 
ceived his Education Ho his Youth 1n 
his Native Country,” till about Ten 
Years ſince, throygh ſome unhappy 
Miſdemeanors., Cqnmmitted there, he 
was. Compelled t6. quit Irelgnd, and 
take ' Sanftuary in Exglazd,, where 
being in Kenz,and living to that height 
of Expences, which the Pockets of his 
Relations were not well able to ſupport, 
and for the maintenance of which, it 
Was very much ſuſpetted he muſt have 
uſed no very honeft Courſe of Life, as 
was-ſoonafter made-maniteft ; for tn a 
a little time after he Robed a Farmer, 
that lived on the back ſide of Windmill 
Hill, near Graveſend in Kent, of 9 /. and 
upwards, for which, he was Appre- 
hended and Committed to Maidſtoze- 
Goal, ahd for the ſaid Fatt received 
Sentence of Condemnation : Nevet 
theleſs, through great interceſſion , 
he '6btained {o * much Remniffon. of 
his Sentence , as to be Reprieved 
from Death and Tranſported to amai- 
ca, But truly, that Country agreed ſo 


little with his Conſtitution, that he 
m ade a ſhift ina very ſhort time to pet 
home; and to divert the Danger of x 
too early appearance in Eglayd, he 
went over into Flanders, and enter him. 
ſelf a Souldier , under the late James 
Scot , then at the Seige of Maftricht 
however , this Honourable Employ. 
ment... being not extraordinary mueh 
in his Element, he continued not 
long in that ſervice, for growing in 
League with one of his Comrades, 
they Confederated together,and Com. 


mitted a very Notorious Robery, 


and>, afterwards ( as Brothers in 


" iniquity are not always the ſtrongeſt 


Friends) aQuitrel aroſe bet ween them, 
in which, he made a ſhift to Kill his 
ſaid,Comrade, 'and ſo very fairly, by 


way. of ſelf preſervation, he took Care 


to avoid a-double Danger, that. threat- 
ned him for both thoſe Crimes, by 


flying”*to Bonrdeaux, where being ſafe. 
ly Arrived,. he had Recourſe 'to a 
never failing Tallent of his; v:z. good 
Words and hearty Proteſtations, and 
thereby wrought himſelf ſo far into 
the Favour ot a Maſter of a Ship then 
bound with Frexch Wines for England, 
as to ſeleCt him for his peculiar Friend . 
and confident, Carefling him betore, 
and alſo during his whole Voyage at 
no common-rate of Civility, bearing 
his whole Charges, and ſupplying his 


whole Wants for bare askirig tor : 


For-all thoſe many.and ſignal Cour- 
teligg; no ſooner, ,was the Mealſter 
of the ſaid Ship Arrived in Erge 
{and, but the firſt Return of Gratitude 
from the ſaid Hawley, the Snake, that 
Patron had ſo generouſly warm'd in 
his Boſoime, was inſtantly to inform 
the Commiſſioners of the Caſtor 
Houſe of the ſaid Fyench Wines, then 
imported contrary: fo AC of Rerlia- 
ment ; by this means the whole Car- 
goe. was ſeized and condemntd, and 
the poor Maſter of the Veſſel utterly 
Ruined and undone. Upon this, he 
got into ſome Buſineſs about the 
Cyftome-Houſe, and being in ſome - 
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CJ 
Jt from this preferment, he ſoon at- 
ter, with ſome other fellow ſervants of 
his own Quality, went down the River 
coattend the coming in of ſome Ships 
then  expeCted , and accordingly they 
went aboard of an Ea/t-Izd:ia Merehant, 
where a certain Lady was on Board 
to buy ſome Rarities, wherein the 
faid Hawley did her ſome little ſer- 
vice, for which ſhe ga ve him a Guinea. 
But Hawley, upon further ſearch on his 
Majeftys Account in the {aid Ship, took 
occaſion to be brib*d to a Connivance , 
by a preſent of Silks made to hi, (tor 
indeed, a perſon ſo notoriouſly falſe 
before to his Friend, would not be over 
apt of being extraordinary true-to his 
Prince ; ) but his fellow ſearchers ſu- 
ſpeting Hawley, made bold to open the 
' bundle of Silks { which he pretended 
was foul Linoen ) and thereby: detett- 
* ed his Corruption, for whith being 
complained of, he was turned out 
the loſs of which; Employment put 
him to hard ſhifts, but by a ſudden 
fetch of Wit ; he applyed himſelf 
to the aforeſaid Lady, and very 
cuningly telling of her a falſe 
ground of his Expulſion, he repreſent- 
ing to her, that the Receipt of her Gui- 
nea,, and not. his own Bribery, was 
the occaſion of his turning our , 
interceſſion was made. for him, and 
he regained his admiſſion into. his 
pace ; upon this, ſome of nis Brethren 
reſenting this falſe -inſinuation , and 
not over-well Itkeing the Behaviour 
andPrincipals of the Fig Hawley, got a 
Copy of hs former Conviction for Ro- 
bery in Kezr?, and were juſt upon cra- 
ving Judgment thereupon, but Haw- 
kybeing timely Alarum'd at the Pro- 
kcution againſt him, ' very prudently 
_ withdrew, and kept himſelf hid, till he 
got him{c}f into a Free-Pardon, during 
tis time, having heaped together no lit= 
tk indignation-& malice againſt his late 
Proſecutors ; he took occaſion of vent- 
ng his Poiſon and Spleen, by ſwearing 
ainſt a very great Number of them, 
tow juſtly, or unjuftly he was their

Accuſer; God only that knows the 
Secrets of mens hearts can truly judge; 
however, ke {o far {trugled up in the 
World again, that-he ar length got in- 


' te Employment again, in Eſſex 


He was in a Creditable and pro- 
fitable Station, when he entered into 
this Combination of Robing the Male, 
being thereby the better informed 
what Sums of Gold the Jews and 
other Traders into Ezgeland do almoſt 
dayly 1mport 1nto this Kingdom, how- 
ever, as tar as the Office he was in co::- 
tributed to his privity 'and knowledge\ 
hereof, his own Avarice ( *tis certain ) 


wasthe main inſirument of his Ruin ; _ 


when not contented with ſo credible 
and competent pcrtioa, of Worldly 
Happineſs as his Place with honeſty 
might hive ſupplyed him withall, he 
durft 1mbargue 1n fo notorious a deſign, 
as has juſtly pulled down, not only 
its own vengeance along with it, 
but alſo that Arrears of Puniſhment , 
not till now paid, for all the tranſgreſi- 
ons of his former leud and enormorous 


Life. 


As to his behaviour in Priſon ſince 
his Condemnation. and nearer his day 
of Execution, \his \deportment has all 
along appeared\yery aery and uncon- 
cerned ; and as for what Audit he may 
have made with God betore his depar- 
ture, 1s wholly unknown ; his Religeon 
whatever it were,; I ſhall not meddle 
with it. | 

Theother perſon John Condon, Con- 
demned and Executed with the {aid 
Hawly, was a Narive of Trelazd allo, 
but the TranſaQions and ConduCtt of 
his Life, have no way been ſo remark. 
able, nor indeed is there any particu« 
lar of that Note, worth recounting 
here ; let it ſuffice that as this Relati- 
on conſiſts of nothing but very great 
Truths ; we have-informed our ſelves 
of nothing” more. relating to the ſaid 


Condon, than that he ſomitime ſince 


kept a Chandlers Shop almoſt over a- 
gait.
